o f w h e a t in fa rm e rs ’ hands, h a s been 
followed by reaction, so th a t prices are 
low'er th a n th ey w ere prior to th a t re ­ 
port, h a v in g fallen 2% cen ts for the 
week.

alarmed and in thirty days more gold 
vanishes from sight, than any other 
class of securities, or a premium on 
gold is anticipated and capitalists lay 
it away in safety deposit vaults.

panic, deposit vaults were in great de­ 
mand, in all parts of the country.
